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Police Chief presents first report to council 



POLICE CHIEF FLOOD 


Police Chief Donald R Flood 
appeared before City Council last week 
to update the members on the progress 
of the new police department 
"I can't believe how busy we’ve been 
in the two weeks we’ve been in exist- 
ance,” he informed them. “We have 11 
police officers, including three more 
that were hired yesterday There are 
two sergeants, one lieutenant and my- 
self .’’ 

Chief Flood went on to explain how 
many cars were on each shift and how' 
many men in each car There is one 
man in each card during the day and two 


men in each patrol car at night ” 

Flood. 51. distinguished himself in 25 
years service with the Michigan State 
Police before being named May 1 to 
head Romulus' new police force and 
build it from scratch. He said the police 
department handled more than 200 re- 
ports in the first two weeks. 

He praised the officers that Romulus 
has hired and commended them for 
their work They're doing a fabulous 
job,” he said. ‘The men are happy in 
Romulus and are working very hard. 
I’m very pleased with their professional 
approach ” 


'Most, of the man have experience 
They are working hard, trying to do a 
good job,” Flood said 
The new' police chief said the state has 
been extremely helpful and cooperative 
in helping Romulus' fledgling law en- 
forcement department get off the 
ground Two state police detectives 
are helping investigate cases for us and 
they're doing it free of charge State 
police officials said they would help us 
as much as possible, but I don't know 
how long they will be able to give us such 
extensive assistance ’’ 

Flood exuded pride as he stood before 


the Council chambers microphone and 
informed the Councilmen of the prog- 
ress made in the first two weeks 
The new police cars are nice looking 
and the uniforms look nice I appreciate 
your cooperation in helping us in every 
way to build the best police department 
we can,” Flood told the Council 
Councilman Ray Cantrell, alluding to 
the fact that Mayor William M Oakley 
did not take the lowest bid in buying new 
police equipment . asked Chief Flood ab- 
out it. 

'Why did we pay $130 per man more 
than the lowest bid?” Cantrell inquired 


of the police chief 

It was my understanding that it was 
closer to $60 per man.*’ Flood re- 
sponded. “We needed the equipment, we 
needed it fast and went with a proven 
company It’s also my understanding 
there was some question about some of 
the equipment— such as belts— and we 
decided to go with a company we knew 
had always done a fine job 
Council members thanked the police 
chief for his report and said they would 
continue to cooperate w ith him in every 
way to provide the needs of the new 
Romulus Police Department

Honesty pays off

A jam-packed crowd filled council 
chambers and overflowed into the hall- 
ways last week to actively protest the 
topless entertainment shown at a local 
bar. 

City Council sat quietly as Romulus 
residents, many of them prominent, 
longtime citizens, took their turn at the 
microphone to express their feelings of 
dismay over what they called “a very’ 
detrimental influence on the city.” 

Councilman Jimmie C. Raspberry, 
who called for the public hearing, asked 
questions of City Attorney Chuc k Lowth- 
er and im** ''*-*-* ribald Flood

quietly to hear the idles 1 in an on going 
discussion about the “unwanted” top- 
less dancing that downtown merchants 
claim is ruining their efforts to revital- 
ize the area. 

Chief Flood reported that undercover 
agents had quietly investigated the 
Landing Strip Lounge — the object of 
controversy — but had uncovered no- 
thing unlawful going on. 

Raspberry referred to the Zoning 
Ordinance adopted in 1979 that was 
drafted w r ith the intent to “restrict, con- 
trol and discourage this type of busi- 
ness.” 

I'm a believer in the rule of law\” the 
veteran councilman said. I believe in 
majority rule ” Then he asked city 
attorney Lowther what could legally be 
done to stop the topless dancing. 

“First, an eye-witnesk can come be- 
fore a judge and if they have seen any- 
thing immoral or illegal, they could tell 
what they have witnessed. More than 
once there have been undercover agents 
in the establishment but have not seen 
anything illegal, Lowther said. 

Mayor Pro-Tern Mary Ann Banks, the 
moderator at all City Council meetings, 
expressed her feelings. “This type of 
activity (topless dancing) does not en- 
hance our community. It is not condu- 
cive to the best interests of a small 
town,” she said 

Felix Rogalle. a well-known local 
attorney, was the first resident to speak 
and reminded Council of an ordinance 
on the books since 1977 that could be en- 
forced. He has an office in downtown 
Romulus, not far from the Landing Strip

Lounge, and works closely with the 
downtown merchants association, 
which strongly feels that the city admi- 
nistration has not actively pursued stop- 
ping the topless dancing. The associa- 
tion also claims “there is a terrible lack 
of communication on the mayor’s part . * ’ 

Mayor William M. Oakley, on the 
other hand, has said it “is a legal, not a 
moral issue” and says his job as top 
elected official is to be mayor of all the 
people. “As long as it is permitted by 
law, it has a legal right to operate, re- 
gardless of our own personal feelings,” 
Oakley told the Romulus Roman a few 
weeks ago. 

Councilman Edward Rush asked the 
city attorney how he drafted the 1979 
Zoning Ordinance, in light of the fact the 
state law supersedes local laws. “The 
display of the human body is not neces- 
sarily obscene.” Lowther replied But if 
the person makes suggestive move- 
ments. then it could be construed as 
obscene.” 

Rush continued. In other communi- 
ties, have they tried to stop this type of 
entertainment?” 

Lowther went on to explain his work 
with L. Brooks Patterson. Oakland 
County Prosecutor, in the early 1970s. “I 
was with Mr. Patterson s office when he 
prosecuted a lounge in Walled Lake. 
Regulations do not prohibit topless 
dancing. Topless dancing is not prohi- 
bited under the Liquor Control Commis-

Council drags 
its feet on 


Topless Bar evokes residents’

Judging by sheer weight of testimony, 
it appears that more than 95 percent of 
the residents of Romulus are against the 
“topless dancing” entertainment at a 
local downtown Romulus bar. 

More than 200 residents packed Coun- 
cil Chambers to overflowing last week 
at a public hearing to hear reports of 
alleged illegal and immoral activities 
taking place at the Landing Strip 
Lounge. 

Roniulus Police Chief Donald Flood 
told Council and the large audience that 
police undercover agents found no evi- 
dence of illegal activity at the bar on the 
corner of Goddard and Shook in the 
downtown business district 

Furthermore. City Attorney Chuck 
Lowther reported that state laws permit 
the bare-breasted dancers to gyrate un- 
less they dance suggestively.” Howev- 
er, the large group of protesters, who 
were well-mannered throughout the 


two-hour hearing, had different ideas 
about w'hat was "immoral” and 
“illegal.” 

The result . it seems, is in the eye of the 
beholder. 

But while there was a disagreement of 
sorts on the outcome of the public hear- 
ing and interpetation of laws, there was 
nearly unanimous consent that Romu- 
lus residents want the topless dancers to 
wear a top or ply their trade elsew here 

Ministers, business people, individual 
residents and representatives of various 
segments of the community all spoke 
against the topless dancing activity, ex- 
cept one woman Of 21 people who pub- 
licly gave their views on the subject. 20 
wanted to see it stopped in Romulus. 

Ministers, representing their church 
members and other residents, were the 
first to speak Rev Lonnie England, 
pastor of Calvary Baptist Church, sat at 
the microphone and told the council and 
audience he has lived in Romulus 30 
years 


“My calling as a minister is to prom- 
ote what's best for our community and 
discourage negative influences.” he be- 
gan He called for an end to the topless 
entertainment and what he called its 
“sisters of filth.” 

“I’m referring to so-called adult book 
stores and X-rated movie theatres It’s 
my belief that if we have an ordinance 
that you, the Council and Mayor, repre- 
sent us Good morals will make a good 
community and bad morals will break 
any community . ” the w ell-knowm pastor 
said 

Jean Smith, manager of Romulus 
Senior Citizens Tower apartments at 
Bibbins and Shook, located less than a 
block away from the go-go bar. repre- 
sented the senior citizens 

“I’m speaking for the residents We do 
not want a topless, go-go bar down 
town,” she said She said it would stifle 
legitimate” business and cited what 
she called real dangers for senior 
citizens 


' 'Among our reasons to curtail this un- 
savory business at the Landing Strip 
Lounge is the fear created among senior 
citizens. For instance, some senior 
citizens hesitate to sit on the park bench 
outside the apartments. Our parking lot 
was the scene of a commotion recently 
and we had to employ a security guard 
to accompany people to their cars " 
Mrs. Marge Wensko. a resident of 16 
years in Romulus, said she chose this 
community because “it was a good com- 
munity, a moral community ” 

My children want to come back to 
this community to raise their children 
But only if it is a wholesome community 
Parents of Romulus w ant a clean . moral 
community to raise their children 
“Will senior citizens be safe to shop 
downtown, walk the streets and enjoy 
their lives in peace'”' 

She said the group had sent the mayor 
and council a message 1 think the city 
attorneys need to seek other avenues to

Dems unveil $1.2 billion tax cut 


Senate Democrats unveiled a plan 
calling for the largest tax cut in Michi- 
gan history — $1 2 billion over three 


years — while providing total local con- 
trol over rising property taxes 
The Democratic plan provides for the 



following: 

• 35' ; cut in homestead school property 
taxes over a three year period; 

• Senior citizen exemption from all 
school property taxes; 

• Automatic rollback of millage rates to 
offset property tax hikes due to assess- 
ment increases, unless local officials 
vote to let them increase. 

• Tax credits for senior renters; 

• Business tax relief through reform of 
the Single Business Tax (SBT) ; 

The state would reimburse local 


school districts for their total revenue 
loss due to the tax cuts without providing 
any alternative tax increse to make up 
the lost funds 

For 1981, all homeowners would re- 
ceive a property tax refund check from 
the state Beginning in 1982, the tax cut 
would be deducted directly from a 
homeowners tax bill on an itemized 
statement. 

“Michigan voters have sent us a very 
clear message — thay want substantial 
cuts in both property taxes and state

spending and they don’t want an offset- 
ting tax increse to it.” said Senate 
Majority Leader William Faust. “They 
are being forced to cut corners to deal 
with inflation and they want state gov- 
ernment to follow suit.” 

“Michigan homeowners have been 
stuck with an unfair share of school 
operating costs in recent years due to 
skyrocketing assessments.’ he said 
“This plan will reverse that trend by 
having the state assume a greater share 
of the cost of financing public educa- 
tion ’ 


Under the Democratic plan, school 
operating taxes on homesteads for Kin- 
dergarten through 12 grade (K-12) 
would be cut by 15fr in 1981,25% in 1982 ’ 
and 35% in 1983 and thereafter. 

The Democratic plan also provides 
total local control over future property 
tax increases by requiring rollback of 
millage rates to offset property tax in- 
creases resulting from inflationary 
assessment increases The property tax 
could only be increased by a vote of the 
local governing board at a specially <

Public Schools. $534,880. 

The schools also received monies 
under Title I. aid to deprived children, 
and local school districts received: In- 
kster. $181,942; Plymouth-Canton. 
$29,480; Romulus. $31,820 which also 
was the recipient of S21 .366 in vocational 
education funds

Is council dragging its feet 
over topless bar issue?

sion." Lowther pointed out Lowther did 
cite the example of a topless dancer in 
Detroit whose conviction was upheld, he 
said, because she displayed her body 
and made suggestive motions. 

Councilman Raspberry, referring to 
the City Charter, inquired if topless 
dancing could not be stopped under Arti- 
cle 3 where it prohibits activities that 
are detrimental to the health and moral 
welfare of the citizens. 

* The Police Chief will have to investi- 
gate to see if these activities are doing 
that," Low'ther replied 

Mrs. Banks held up a stack of papers 
and said. "We have petitions said to 
have 1,500 signatures " She went on to 
elaborate that the State Supreme Court . 
bj r its rulings, has limited what can be 
d6ne about this type of activity. 

“As electged officials, we cannot 
violate the law ." she said. "But we can 
express our feelings and we can com- 
municate with our state legislators to 
get the law changed." 

Lowther stressed that the state law' 
supersedes local ordinances "Howev- 
er. that doesn’t stop citizens from pro- 
tecting within the law, such as peaceful 
picketing or public identification of pat- 
rons." 

Councilman Ray Cantrell Sr. cited the 
1979 Zoning ordinance, saying, "We do 
hive ammunition to fight this It pro- 
hibits anything that adversely changes 
the character of a residential district," 
Cantrell told Low'ther. 

“It depends what you mean by 
fight ," the city attorney responded 

“Stop or discourage it," Cantrell 
quickly answered. 

•Lowther said, "I think I d have to look 
at that in context, study it and come 
bick with a report " 

.Then began a long parade of witnesses 
tc( the microphone in a public hearing 
thjat lasted nearly two hours. Every per 
sc(n who spoke, except one. denounced 
thje topless entertainment as being de- 
trimental to the community and asked 
Council to do everything it could to stop 
it. Loud applause rang out when each 
speaker finished 

i 

•Ministers, business people, individual 
residents, as well as representatives of 
the Chamber of Commerce, merchants 
associations, senior citizens and others 
alj sounded the same theme — "please 
st()p the topless dancing. ' ' However . one 
wfman — Mrs Margaret Duprey — cal 
led the public hearing "biased and one- 
sided ' ’ She said the man had the right to 
operate his business if it was within the 
law 


Moderator Mrs. Banks reminded her 
that it was a public hearing and people 
could support or object to the issue 
under discussion 

The large audience listened patiently 
as she supported the topless bar and 
even jokingly said she had been turned 
dowm" when she applied to be one of the 
dancers at the bar 

But when she mentioned the name 
Adolph Hitler and likened the situation 
to pre-World War II Germany, the 
crow'd's patience ran out and they 
hooted and jeered 

State Rep. Edw'ard Mahalak, a Romu- 
lus resident, came in from Lansing to 
attend the public hearing. He urged City 
Council to take immediate action. "I 
want to offer my office to the Council to 
do whatever they w'ant to do." he said 
Instruct the city attorney to take ac- 
tion and instruct the police chief to start 
action It’s something w'e should not 
tolerate We can accomplish what we set 


out to do. The ball is in your court I 
believe you will take the proper action , ’ 
Mahalak told Council. 

When the two hours of testimony was 
completed, Council addresseditsclf to 
the "topless" issue when its regular 
meeting began after a 15-minute recess. 
On a motion by Cantrell, supported by 
Raspberry, Council "directed Mayor 
Oakley, city attorney and the Romulus 
Police Chief to bring the matter of adult 
entertainment under control and to re- 
quest that State Rep Mahalak provide 
assistance to that end " 

The vast majority of the crowd left 
after the public hearing, fully believing 
that their mission had been accom- 
plished. However, some councilman 
and several residents expressed their 
opinion privately to the Romulus Ro- 
man that they wondered how' much had 
really been accomplished and how' 
effective the w ording of the motion real- 
ly was.

Gary Bingamen, executive director of 
the Greater Romulus Chamber of Com- 
merce. spoke on behalf of that group 
"The Chamber of Commerce has work- 
ed with the Central Business District 
Association in its efforts to revitalize 
downtown Romulus." he said 
"We have voted unanimously to sup- 
port the RCBDA in its efforts to have this 
kind of entertainment eliminated." He 
praised the dowmtown merchants for 
their dedicated work in building a viable 
shopping district and said the Chamber 
stood with them to help in every way." 

Every speaker was greeted by loud 
applause as they stepped aw ay from the 
microphone after their brief speeches. 

Kenneth Krueger, president of Romu- 
lus Historical Society, made a short, but 
forceful presentation He gave a brief 
history of the building that now houses 
topless dancers 

“ “The building was built in 1902 and has 
had many businesses of historical sig- 
nificance," he said. "Our Society does 
not feel that the lounge is the type of 
business that should be in this establish- 
ment We are encouraged by the plans of 
the Downtown Business Association 
Their efforts to revitalize the downtown 
**rea an* to be encouraged." Krueger 
Concluded 

Rev. Floyd Ellison, who is leaving 
Romulus after pastoring Community 
Methodist Church for many years, 
spoke next and w as strong in his Biblical 
denunciation of the topless activity. 

"This is my last public appearance as 
pastor of Community United Methodist 
Church." he began. "I have consulted 
with the Michigan Council on Alcohol 
Problems, of which Rev. Allen Rice is 
director. He assures me that any com- 
munity can have the kind of establish- 
ment it wishes. 

"Evil is contagious," he continued. 
"It can invade a nation or a home. It can 
debase There is no need for negative 
things such as exploitation of sex Ex- 
ploitations and flaunting of sex is ram- 
pant in our society . " 

Rev Ellison said that as a minister he 
W'ould like to close with a Scriptural 
admonition. He quoted the Genesis pas- 
sage in the Bible w r here God made Adam 
and Eve — male and female 

I believe this (topless dancing) 
activity is demeaning to w'omen. who 
are made in the image of God," he said. 
"In the New r Testament, the body is cal- 
led the temple of God and is sacred " 

He told of the story in the Bible w here 
Jesus placed a child at his feet and said 
that it w'ould be better for a person to 
have "a millstone tied around his neck 


and cast in the sea" rather than to 
"offend" one of these little ones. 

We must encourage and protect the 
sacred life that God has entrusted to 
us," Rev Ellison concluded 
A businessman with 17 years service 
in Romulus called topless dancing 
anti-everything that is good." 

"It is anti-life — it has negative forces 
that debase and are counter productive 
to life It is anti-woman — it degrades 
her and makes her disposable. It s anti- 
human — it’s pre occupied with the sex- 
ual organs 

"It is anti-children," he continued, ex- 
plaining that the activity fosters no 
good, healthy attitude toward children. 
"IT’s anti-sex — man’s desires are 
turned into lust. It s anti-social — U in- 
creases sex crimes and preys on help- 
less women. 

"It s anti-culture — they call it danc- 
ing. but it’s suggestive movement." he 
said. 

"Just so people won t misunderstand. 

I want to say that I love sex. McCall s 
Magazine wTote a series on good, clean 
sex some time ago and it stated that peo- 
ple with Puritanical views enjoyed sex 
and marriage the most. 

Jerry Diepenhorst. a longtime resi- 
dent of Romulus, W'as asked to be 
spokesman for the Romulus Senior 
Citizens Club. "On June 2, the majority 
of senior citizens club voted against the 
topless entertainment. But there was a 
wide range of views. Some didn’t vote, 
for fear of retaliation. Some born again 
Christians said they didn’t approve, but 
they ignored it. 

"One person said you can’t prove one 
bar can cause pornography,” 
Diepenhorst told the audience. "One 
lady said she wanted equal time, that is 
have men dancers for the women " 
Diepenhorst said a policeman with the 
vice squad told him that more law pffic- 
ers are needed to police this type of 
activity. "We hope you will exercise the 
will of the people." he told the council 
and the mayor. 

Doug Baum, a well-known local 
businessman, said: There’s not a 
whole lot more to say. I feel the same 
way as the others w'ho have already 
spoken. 

* This type of cancer cannot help w hat 
we re trying to accomplish. The mer- 
chants have put money into streets- 
capes and have invested heavily to see 
downtown Romulus revitalized I don’t 
think you’ll see grow'th if this con- 
tinues." Baum said. 

A 6-year resident of Romulus express- 
ed her feelings. 

"I live w ithin a few- blocks of the top- 
less bar It is totally unacceptable to the 
dow ntow n area It doesn't belong there 
It is not conducive to reputable business 


growth," she said 

Then she asked why City Council 
granted a permit in the first place 
"We didn't know r they w'ould have top- 
less go-go dancers . ’ replied Mayor Pro- 
Tern Mary Ann Banks 
The lady continued. "I strongly object' 
to the display of women ’s bodies for the* 
self-gratification of men. I urge everv- 
one to discourage this type of activity " 
A Catholic Priest spoke next Father 
Walter Lezuchowski. pastor of St 
Aloysius Catholic Church in Romulus, 
contrasted the present negative influ- 
ence" to the atmosphere when he came 
to Romulus two years ago. 

I was assigned here two years ago 
and attended the inauguration of the 
mayor. I heard of the revitalization of 
the downtown area and I was filled with 
high expectations." 

He told of the hours of work put into 
the attempt to rebuild the downtowrr 
Romulus business district. 

"Then, I was asked to have members 
my church sign petitions against this 
activity. I have never had such a re- 
sponse to sign a petition like I did this 
one." he said. 

He told the audience he was supposed 
to be at a sports banquet .1 was to thank ' 
the men for the many hours they gave to’ 
help others, but I have to be here. I ask 
you to examine your consciences. We’ve 
been stopped in our tracks in bettering 
our community. 

"Even the owner of this establishment 
needs to realize he doesn ’t need this type 
of entertainment." Fr Lezuchowski 
said. T 

‘Til let you in on a little secret," he’ 
continued. "I was brought up in a bar. 
My brother has a flourishing business. 
He ow r ns a bar and it is the most produc-. 
tive business in his small town 
"Yet he doesn’t need this kind of en- 
tertainment to be prosperous. We need 
to overcome a defeatist attitude." he- 
urged his listeners in closing. 

Carl Morris, president of the Wayne 
Countylntermediate School Board and a- 
former member of the Romulus School 
Board for more than 20 years, described, 
how Romulus grew from a township to al 
city. 

We were proud of our community. ’ 
he said, "but now' w'hen children are 
taken downtown they see topless bars r 
We need to protect the morals of our 
children."

Leo Kalota. who is employed at a local 
bank and has been active in community

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Peer counseling 
group helps RHS 

fellow teen-agers

It's great to have a friend that sticks 
closer than a brother 

And Romulus High School has that 
available in a group of concerned, help- 
ful teenagers who want to assist their 
classmates w hen they 're facing difficult 
times. 

The volunteer teenagers are called 
the Peer Counseling Group and there 's a 
wide range of ability and traits to deal 
with a wide assortment of problems. 

The Peer Counseling Group is 
directed by Charles Robinson. Resource 
Room and Special Education teacher, 
and Karen Brown, a social worker for 
Family and Neighborhood Services, a 
United Foundation agency. 

The two dedicated w orkers with youth 
have found that teens many times will 
respond more quickly and be more open 
to a person their own age 

The program originally started back 
in 1974 with high hopes but ended after a 
year or two Due to the efforts of Robin- 
son and Brown, the program started 
again in March 1981 and they feel it has a 
good chance for success this time. 

All the work is done on a volunteer 
basis. As students talked about their 
needs, seeking some help and guidance, 
fellow students offered to help Some 19 
students applied to be a part of the prog- 
ram and 17 were screened and 
approved, including three seniors. 

Students have to have their parents 
permission to take part. RHS Student 
Council helped by actively promoting 
and publicizing the Peer Counseling 
Group. Students gathered 92 signatures 
on a petition to get the program rolling 
again. The group meets after school and 
is planning a 3-day retreat in August. 


The students range in ability from 
honor students to special education 
pupils. But the biggest factor. Robinson 
says, is that there's someone of similar 
background to help a fellow student 
going through troubled waters. 

Ms Brown was especially interested 
in properly training the students to pro- 
vide the right assistance 
"We wanted to get it started by build 
ing a solid foundation for a successful 
program, she said i'm really im- 
pressed with these kids It's rare to see 
kids so interested in helping others the 
way these w ant to do ' 

Robinson, a veteran teacher, is also 
impressed with w hat he has seen so far 
"I work in the Special Education De- 
partment. 1 work with low' track stu- 
dents where success ratio is really 
low," he said 

Robinson said there were many stu- 
dents with all kinds of problems in to- 
day’s society — from drugs and alcohol, 
to family, attitude and lack of confi- 
dence 

■ Some students want to put out time 
and effort to make this counseling prog- 
ram a success. I'm here to meet the 
needs of the students. 

Many volunteers are interested in 
going on in this line of social work If 
students get the proper training, they 
can be of immense help to their class- 
mates." Robinson said 
The program got a late start this year 
and Robinson and Brown plan meetings 
during the summer to bring continuity 
for next year The 3-day retreat in Au- 
gust. hopefully, will give a real boost to 
the counseling project 
• 4 Above all . it’s really great to see peo- 
ple reaching out to help their fellow 
man," Robinson said

Wayne County continues its search 
to eliminate $ 19.7 million deficit 


Searching early for ways to eliminate 
a projected $19.7 million deficit for this 
fiscal year ending Nov. 30. the Wayne 
County Board of Commissioners has au- 
thorized Loard Chairman Samuel A. 
Turner and its Labor Relations Board to 
"take whatever actions necessary" to 
reduce the shortfall. 

That authority, approved by the 
Board while sitting as the Ways and 
Means Committee on June 10. is part of a 
plan to negotiate possible wage conces- 
sions from employees, including 
perhaps a shortened work-week, defer- 
ment of cost-of-living allowances 
(COLA) or limiting of COLA, and poss- 
ibly a series of unpaid vacation days. 

The deficit reduction plan asks for $9.7 
million savings this year under a two- 
year program to erase the entire 
amount. Also a part of the* plan is a 
freeze on hiring and a prohibition on ex- 
penditures for construction and equip- 
ment. 

An alternate to savings this year pro- 
jected from the freeze and wage and 
fringe benefit concessions would be re- 
currence of delayed paydays such as the 
county briefly experienced during the 
past two years. Cash-flow problems 
leading to delayed paydays or payless 
paydays could occur as soon as August 
and last through November, implied 
Commissioner Arthur M. Carter 

In the past, the longest county em- 
ployees have endured without pay be- 
cause of cash flow' problems has been 10 
days. Throughout that time, all em- 
ployees continued reporting for w r ork. 
but the situation could be different this 
year, said Carter 

“We re talking about maybe three or 
four months of payless paydays," he 
said, and added that there is small likeli- 
hood employee labor-bargaining groups 
will agree to any concessions. "There is 


not an item here that has not been tried 
before during previous times of finan- 
cial crisis, and each time they’ve failed 
because of problems with civil service 
restrictions and regulations, and from 
various^egal entanglements." 

Carter said that the Labor Relations 
Board and the Civil Service Commission 
must join to develop proposals not pre- 
viously considered and rejected. 
"We’ve never, ever before been able to 
resolve any of these same ones through 
negotiations," he emphasized. 

The County’s chief labor relations 
negotiator. Jack Wilkerson, said that a 
more extensive and detailed plan is 
needed before a reasonable response 
from the unions can be expected "This 
has been discussed before, and the same 
questions come up To ask for conces- 
sions. we’ll have to first have some 
answers." 

Examples of the questions, said Wil- 
kerson. swell on how a proposed four- 
day work-week would affect employee 
status in the pension system . their vaca- 
tion time, and whether part-time or sea- 
sonal employees would substitute in for- 
mer full-time functions. 

Among other proposals offered at the 
Ways and Means meeting 

• From Commissioner George F Kil- 
leen, a suggestion to layoff strictly 
according to seniority throughout all de- 
partments, including the semi- 
autonomous Road Commission and De- 
partment of Public Works which gener 
ally have higher entry-level pay 
periods, he said. 

"I want equal parity for every county

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Foster Care Homes 

Foster Care Homes continue to be a hot issue in communities all 
over Western Wayne County. 

The placing of mentally retarded and mentally ill patients into 
residential homes is no doubt of great benefit to those involved. 
However, the heavy-handed methods used by some employees of 
the Department of Social Services and the Department of Mental 
Health in locating foster care homes in local communities de- 
serve the highest condemnation. 

Their secretive methods and lack of information supplied to 
local officials also is to be deplored. 

We believe that for the program to be successful there must be 
several things made clear right from the start. 

Number One. each community ’s elected officials and governing 
body must be informed and communicated with by state health 
agencies in charge of locating the foster care homes. Time after 
time local officials have informed us that they have received only 
partial iinformation or none at all about prospective placing of 
foster care homes in their community. Let’s communicate! 

Secondly, there must be some ‘ elbow room" around the houses 
chosen as sites for occupants. Common sense must be used. Five 
or six mentally retarded persons cannot be thrust unsuspecting- 
ly on tightly-packed residential homes where even normal chil- 
dren have their share of difficulties. 

Thirdly, persons taking care of the mentally retarded must 
have more than minimum training. As it stands now. workers 
need only 120 hours of training to take care of the mentally re- 
tarded in group homes. That works out to only three weeks of five 
8-hour days. Their training must be much more thorough. 

As a final word, we know that the intentions of the program are 
the very best. But we also know that some people are earning a 
large financial profit through lease of foster care homes. The 
entire program must be re-evaluated by an honest, thorough in- 
vestigation to make sure that the foster care home program as 
passed by the State Legislature is all that it was planned to be. 

Once that is done, we all can rest a lot easier.

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There is an ill-advised practice ., 
advocated by many of tne local 
government bodies that should be . 
brought out into the open and de-‘ fc 
bated by city councils and township 
boards. (j 

That practice is the villainous one . 
stressed by some elected and 
appointed city and township heads 
who have ordered their employees ■ 
not to communicate with the Press , 
without first clearing the informa- 
tion with them. 

These officials view the Press as 
•‘the enemy" and they apparently, 
believe that the only news items w’e 
should print about tnem are the posi- 
tive ones. Any dissemination of news 
that would snow them in a negative i 
image is viewed by these people as • 
“an invasion of their privacy." 

That ominous philosophy can in-., 
evitably lead to a wider schism be- 
tween the elected officials and the 
Press. We will do our job, with or, 
without their cooperation 
A case in point : One of our repor- ; 
ters teiephoned the Inkster fire de- 
partment for information on a fire. 
The fire department official refused 
to give out the information until “he » 
received a clearance from City 
Hall.” 

In Canton Township, an official re- . 
fused to discuss a story that he was , 
well qualified to give input on. be-, 
cause it s “against township policy ”. 

Whenever I hear such statements I 
find myself glowering in contempt 
for the speaker and also for the , 
would-be policymaker. What I hear, 
is this: That the person whom I wish 
to quote, who is probably better . 
versed and better qualified than me 
on a particular subject, is saying — 
“Hey, I don’t have a mind and body 
of my own. I sold it, so please don't 
ask me to say anything." 

What the elected official is saying • 
is: “Don't bother my employee. I'll 
speak for him, after all. the people . 

F ut me in office to run the show and 
’m going to do it — right or wrong." 
Shades of Richard Nixon. 

A colleague of mine once wrote: , 
“that The Press mirrors the charac-_ 
ters of the community". 

The Press doesn't become • anfi- 
anyone" without good reason. The 
idea that we are out to get someone 
usually is perpetuated by that some- 
one who has something to hide. 

And. I am happy to say that most 
officials — elected or otherwise — , 
are very cooperative with the Press.

Mining urban ore...garbage that’s worth

Dan Knapp-. 41. a former sociology professor, now holds an open air job on a 
site overlooking San Francisco Bay As he works, gentle breezes carry him the 
scent of eucalyptus— and garbage. 

Knapp has become an entrepreneur of garbage, a contemporary Horatio 
Alger In less than a year he has created two thriving Berkeley salvage 
businesses. ‘Urban Ore," and Whole Earth Recycling," now bringing in $10,000 
a month 

But Knapp is no boss man. he’s one of the miners of the city landfill On clear 
days, this well-established institution commands an imposing view of the Golden 
Gate Bridge, far across the bay That is because the dump is IN the bay 

• Dumping here was a well-accepted practice until people realized that pretty 
soon there wouldn’t be any water left." Knapp said As it is. the landfill is 
expected to reach capacity in two or three years." 

Like cities and counties nationwide. Berkeley has got to find something else to 
do with its trash This is no surprise The city , state and federal government have 
studied the problem for five years Although conservationists such as Knapp 
have taken innovative measures to prolong the life of the existing landfill, the 
search for alternatives has gone slowly For siting construction and operation of 
waste facilities is always controversial 

This is the place where elected politicans rise or fall. 

Garbage collection is among the most visible public services Resulting de- 
bate, therefore, is more likely to make a great stink' 

At this point, the Berkeley Department of Public Works is planning to con- 
struct a transfer station, where recyclables will be reclaimed and some sort 
of waste-to-energy system may be used to reduce volume The remaining gar- 
bage will be shuttled via huge, long-distance trucks to a new. landfill 

Transportation will become increasingly more expensive making recycling 
even more attractive Furthermore, as cost of virgin materials soar more 
people will be using recycled ones 

The National Association of Recycling Industries. Inc reports that most recy- 
cled materials maintained their share of the market during 1980, despite a 
national economic downturn 

Knapp rehabilitates materials people pay a ‘tipping fee of $2 to $4 a cubic 
yard to deposit at the landfill Working under the good graces of the city and the 
contractor who operates the landfill his staff of six directs haulers with certain 
types of loads- metals, plumbing, clothing, compost or wood— to dump the goods 
where they can be processed before burial 

Metal objects are broken into components cleaned and sorted This activity is 
called high grading, and Urban Ore has reliable contracts with buyers for 
their yield In fact . local industries are so anxious to get scrap metal they provide 
bins and transportation 


Spare parts, doors, windows, bathtubs and old clothes are sold through Whole 
Earth Recycling," a salvage yard located on a major thoroughfare “A number 
of construction firms are using us for disposal , ’ Knapp added “Instead of taking 
old building materials to the landfill where a contractor has to pay a fee. they 
bring the materials to us — we pay them We get a lot of money for old wood when 
it has been broken down and sold for firewood Toilets are popular, they sell like 
crazy. We clean them up, people come in and shop for what they need 
Urban Ore has proven a good way of employing unskilled people It’s hard 
physical labor, but you soon learn what you need." You learn a lot about tools 
from taking things apart." he said. Some employees are participants in a work- 
release program sponsored by the local corrections system 
He says his employees are diligent, committed workers, a few have real 
flare " for the art Some people are definitely drawn lo this line of work . ’ Knapp 
admitted In salvage, there is this constant element of surprise One woman 
found a brooch I ve found coins. Sometimes you feel like a beach comber, only 
the waste stream is much richer— you don't find this kind of stuff on the beach 
An Ontario study group has found recycling to produce six times as many jobs 
as other kinds of waste disposal 

Unlike traditional junk yards that only process what they buy or pick up. 
Knapp and his workers see everything that arrives at the landfill. His is just part 
of a very conscientious, city-wide effort to limit production of garbage, and 
manage waste efficiently. Berkeley is blessed with a large number of con- 
cerned citizens," explains Michael Baumann of public works They are re- 
sponsible for a wide variety of recycling projects, many manned by volunteers .’’ 
The ventures include litter and office paper collection, curbside collection of 
newspaper cans, glass, home composting and an unusual profit-making wine 
bottle recycling plant 

During the last decade the number of cities and counties conducting recycling 
operations has grown from two to 300 About GO percent limit their effort to 
newspapers However, Neil Seldman, a researcher with the Institute for Local 
Self Reliance, a Washington study group, says there can be tremendous resist- 
ance to recycling in some communities Some resistance is spawned by consum- 
er apathy, some by garbage politics." or may be the result of health codes 
prohibiting salvage 

Such resistance in Lane County (Eugene). Ore , forced Knapp lo abandon 
plans to establish a similar project there In Berkeley he was hired by a private, 
non-profit community conservation group to help set up a recycling operation in 
th Hndfill 

. was wonderful Knapp recalls I had the opportunity to try out ideas and 
methods I had worked out in Lane County . where we were only able to get into the 
landfill for ten weeks at a time Here, we have guaranteed access. 1 started out 
with a $5,000 loan to pay salaries, and borrowed equipment At first we salvaged 


$ 1 0,000 per month

only metals, then moved on to other things We found tools, clothing and contain- 
ers right out of the solid waste By November, we had a cash-flow of over $2^Q0, 
and I was paying myself and employees a very low wage, $4 an hour. Now I make 
$40 a day, and we’re plowing the profits right back into the business " 

He recently purchased his first equipment— one truck 

Knapp estimates Urban Ore recycles 4 to 5 percent of Berkeley’s waste In 
conjunction with the other recycling operations in town, he figures about 15 
percent of the city’s waste stream is recovered Other California communities 
with comprehensive curbside collection of sorted waste, notably El Cerrito and 
Palo Alto, do even better, recovering up to 25 percent Knapp is convinced he 
could save almost everything in the garbage heap 

Urban Ore is one of the few salvage operations that depends on human beings 
instead of machines to sort through trash after it’s all mixed up Knapp oneigaye 
a dramatic speech to a group of recyclers that emphasized this point He brought 
to the podium with him a canvas bag of tools “I’m a recycler." he said boldly. 
• and here’s my capital investment ’ ’ Bagged items included tools retreived from 
the Berkeley landfill 

In contrast. Salem. Va uses mechanical separation of metals before proces- 
sing garbage in an expensive energy-producing plant Madison. Wise, has simi- 
lar equipment in a resue-derived fuel plant But other communities who have 
installed these machines have had a long history of breakdowns, inefficiency and 
virtually no profit. 

Every community must find a waste system suited to their special needs 
Berkeley’s wine bottle project would be a bust were it not for the presence of 
nearby wineries, for instance Nevertheless, the trend toward recycling has been 
clearly established In the borough of Bronx. New York City, a group is proces- 
sing compost from produce marker's waste They are using compost to fertilise 
empty city lots Kent County (Grand Rapids), Mich, a bastion of conservative 
politics, has been supporting community-based recycling operations since 1972 
In St Paul, Minn a curbside collection group competes with the local govern- 
ment haulers. 

And in Berkeley, there is this man whose dream goes far beyond merely 
sorting trash He would like to harness the bay breezes to drive machine tools for 
demolition work He is thinking about designing a collection truck to sort and 
store garbage according to type He would 1 ike to convince city officials that what 
must be done is to excavate the old landfill, mining the recovered materials ancl 
sealing the remainder in such a way that the facility would no longer leach 
pollutants into the bay 

“Garbage politics" being what they are, his ideas will have to compete for 
consumer acceptance and funds in a public arena already prejudiced in favor df 
old ways. “Well, perhaps recycling is among the most traditional ways," says

And give them heavy sedations 
if necessary and expect these facili- 
ties to work ? 

Aren't they taking away the men- 
tally ill's rights to proper licensed 
care? 

I think. We the people, have the 
right to know as they, the mentally, 
have the right for proper care 

Having voiced my doubts and 
doing some checking and just having 
the feeling that “Citizens have been 
pushed too far ' I have reached the 
conclusion that although the concept 
is great, the actual practice and 
administration of the foster care 
program is not working.

Ruff. Westland has a state-operated 
facility on Palmer Rd. by Edwin. 

The State wants to house another 


facility on Edwin which is less than 
the distance of 1 .500 feet apart. I urge 
all citizens not only Westland and In- 
kster citizens, to support your people 
and your city council members. 
Attend all City Council meetings If 
you don't know what's going on. you 
can’t do anything about it If you need 
any information please feel free to

What does saying 1 No ’ to education mean 


Last week, after a mere handful of 
eligible voters made a critical decision 
about whether or not Wayne-Westland 
Community Schools should continue to 
operate, Superintendent Tim Dyer was 
quoted as having been “elated”. 

“This is a great endorsement of the 
schools and the programs being deli- 
vered,” he added. 

“Hogwash,” I said. (And you can 
quote me.) 

Some 5,556 people approved the 32 
mill, five-year renewal, and 3,203 said 
"no”. In a school district of 100,000 peo- 
ple, that’s hardly an "endorsement”. 

The 32 mills which school district vo- 
ters approved last week translates into 
some 40 million dollars worth of oper- 
ating fbnds 

That’s operating funds That’s not 
mad money, folks That’s the money 
that pays the salaries and buys the 
books and keeps the lights glowing and 
the farnace going 

Where did those 3203 “no” voters 


think that money was coming from? 

Did they think the little red school 
fairy came in late at night and took care 
of all those things for free? 

Did they think the administrators 
were bluffing again when they said you 
can’t operate a school without operating 
funds? (Try running a house without 
operating funds and see how far you 
get.) 

And what about the thousands of 
school district residents, most of whom 
have children in school, giving them a 
real stake in all of this, who decided not 
to vote at all? 

What was that all about? 

If there was a message there, who was 
supposed to get it and what was it sup- 
posed to say? 

When we — this school district and 
me— were much younger, people actual- 
ly used to brag about how this one dis- 
trict historically had never defeated a 
proposal or renewal. 

It was simiply unheard of. “NO” vo- 


ters, if they were brave (or foolhardy) 
enough to admit it. were looked on as 
nothing less than traitors. 

The idea then was that our kids were 
going to public schools and public 
schools were run with public funds Pub- 
lic funds come from taxes. We were 
paying our kids’ tuition in the form of 
taxes 

But there was something else then, 
too. People who didn’t have children in 
school voted in the millages and bond 
issues with as much fervor as the pa- 
rents did. People were "making a state- 
ment" then, too, but the statement was 
that every kid, no matter whose, was 
entitled to an education. 

What happened since then? Why are 
people “making a statement" now by 
refusing to support the only available 
means by which most of their children 
can become educated 0 

Did it start when the teachers decided 
they could— and would— strike 0 Did we 
take that as a personal insult? 


Or was it when they closed the schools 
and formerly friendly administrators 
and board members took on the role of 
adversary? 

Is it because we suspect the quality of 
our childrens’ education isn’t keeping 
up with the technological, skill-oriented 
world around us? 

Or is it none of the above? Is it, in- 
stead. because the schools were unlucky 
enough to get themselves caught in an 
over all tax revolt that has nothing to do 
with kids or quality, but has everything 
to do with zapping while the zapping is 
good 

I mean, it’s a real temptation, when 
one is finally given the chance to say 
“no" to paying taxes, to just hang the 
consequences and say no" 

I guess And I am just guessing I real- 
ly don’t know why people try to vote 
down operating funds for the schools in 
their communities 

How about it, No” voters and non- 
voters — care to tell us why ? 


telling everyone that we would be 
without the services of the Sheriff 
With the airport traffic, busy ex- 
pressways and more than our share 
of stray people, we would have been 
sitting ducks.

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A story of a 
. handicapped 

veteran 

It’s unusual to see the waiting room chairs adjacent 
to Denny Boester’s office unfilled. Normally, two or 
three veterans or family members are waiting to see 
the veterans benefits counselor at the Veterans Admi- 
nistration medical center in Fort Wayne. Ind 
The word around the medical center and in the grea- 
ter Ft Wayne Community is if you need help with your 
veterans benefits, get hold of Denny 
• 'He'll listen, he cares, he ll do the best that he can, ' ' 
are comments often associated with him. 

Denny Boester’s road to the veterans benefits coun- 
selor position in Ft . Wayne began some 12 years ago in 
Vietnam. And its a story of determination and accom- 
plishment that extols the virtues of the International 
Year of Disabled Persons now being observed by the 
world. 

After graduating from high school and marrying. 
Denny joined the United States Army . was selected for 
Officer’s Candidate School and became a basic train- 
ing and AIT instructor at Fort Ord. 

Then he received orders for Vietnam. A 20-year-old 
second lieutenant, he commanded a platoon of 45 men 
who were primarily engaged in search and destroy 
missions in Tay Nihn Province 
During the months of January and February 1969. 

Lt. Boester and his men were fortunate. Although 
there had been contact with the enemy, no casualties 
occurred. 

However, in March Denny experienced his “one bad 
day in the Army.” 

While on a company-sized mission with his platoon 
laking the point, Denny stepped on the pressure plate 
)f an anti-tank mine His lower left leg was shattered 
ind later amputated His chest and face received 
Tumerous lacerations. Within 20 minutes of the explo- 
iion, a medivac carried him on the trip to Saigon. 

“If it weren’t for those guys, I wouldn’t be here 
oday,” reflects Denny. Saigon to Okinawa (two 
imergency operations) to a military hospital in Penn- 
;yl vania all occurred within the space of 12 days. 

During his first contact with a wise military physi- 
?ian at Valley Forge Army Hospital, he was given a 
•hailenge: “Get yourself across this ward room and 
ou get yourself a weekend pass ’ Denny spent that 
lext weekend with his wife on a pass. Soon he was 
iving off base, returning to the hospital as an outpa- 
ient. He even picked up a part-time job while waiting 
or his therapy to conclude. 

While many people might have some fear, 
ipprehension or difficulty with the prospect of water 
kiing, in June 1969, some three and a half months 
fter his hassle with the anti-tank mine, Denny was up 
n water skis. 

Now he water and snow skis, plays racketball, plays 
olleyball, golfs, wrestles with his kids, and dances 
nth his wife. And that’s only half the story. His 
hysical rehabilitation being complete. Denny re- 
jrned to Ft. Wayne where he sought education and 
ehabilitative assistance from the VA. 

“I was so impressed with this one rehab counselor in 
idianapolis, that I decided then and there I wanted to 
elp people and I wanted the help people through the 
A,” he remarked. 

Although it didn’t happen overnight, Denny’s wish 
as come true. After securing an associate degree in 
ccounting with assistance from VA Voc Rehab, De- 
ny went on to complete his bachelor s degree in busi- 
ess administration. Concurrently he sought employ- 
lent with the VA. 

“I bugged them so much, they finally gave in,” he 
lid, and in 1975 Denny assumed a position with the 
et Rep program at Indiana University/Purdue Uni- 
ersity at Ft. Wayne. While on campus, he continued 
is education by enrolling in a Master ’s level program 
i counseling and guidance. His long-time goal of he- 
lming a veterans benefits counselor became a real- 
y in 1979 when, through a retirement. Denny was 
ffered the position at Ft. Wayne through the regional 
Tice in Indianapolis. 

Why a veterans benefits counselor? “Well,” says 
oester, “I knew what it was like to need some help 
nd sometimes the system wasn’t too sensitive. I 
lough with my experiences, maybe I could be of help 
i people just like me.” 

In a paradoxical way the anti-tank mine explosion 
ropelled Denny into an area of service to others that 
? might not have found in a more traditional life. Like 
:. Paul’s observation that our weaknesses shall be- 
>me our strengths.” Denny Boester. a very whole 
enny Boester, has found a unique purpose reaching 
it to his fellow human beings 

250 deputies 
ordered to work 

It’s back to work for the 200-plus Wayne County

However, the Wayne County Commissioners have 
tot reacted at this time to the arbitrator’s ruling 
In a surprise ruling June 5 which stated: There 
nay be no layoffs below the July 1, 1974 manning 
rommitments in an attempt to meet fiscal crisis by 
jutting labor costs.’’ Wayne County Sheriff's De- 
>uties Union Local 502 won its six-month case against 
he Wayne County Board of Commissioners. 

Don Cox, president of Local 502, said, “Last 
November when the Wayne County Commissioners 
massed the resolution which came to ignore our union 
:ontract and suddenly laid off almost 250 sheriffs' 
deputies, we went to court 
In January we sought a Circuit Court restraining 
irder prohibiting Wayne County from changing the 
status quo while we argued the merits of our contract 
to an arbitrator as required by state law 
“Judge Victor Baum did not grant our requested 
restraining order last February but added that he 
was not passing on the merits of the safety manning 
clause’ of the labor contract between Deputy Sheriffs 
and Wayne County because that was the responsibil- 
ity of the arbitrator .’’ 

Bernard A Friedman was mutually agreed upon as 
arbitrator under terms of the contract Friedman 
heard arguments and reviewed briefs from all in- 
terested parties 

Ronald K Helveston. partner in the Detroit law 
firm of Marston. Sachs, Nunn, Kates. Kadushin and 
O'Hare represented the Deputy Sheriffs Union Local 
502

It brings to mind what summer was all about when yours truly and the 
brothers-four were just a bunch of kids, five of us who took to our imaginery 
horses as we became cowboys and Indians or to make believe fortresses as 
the war entered our lives and we played “army”. 

Those huge, fluffy puffs (more scientifically known as cumulus clouds) 
always bring back the picture of any group of us on the backyard swing — the 
kind with the lathed “floor” and seats facing each other — where we d watch 
the forebearers of today’s cumuli shaping and re-shaping themselves And 
we’d describe to one another what we were seeing in those gargantuan dol- 
lops ; : faces, dogs, horses, flowers, buildings, boats. Never, never did wdeven 
imagine that those lovely cotton-like masses might forbode rain or a storm. 

Not ALL fun and games, June for the older of us meant strawberry picking 
for our Uncle John, three cents being the going rate per quart picked and not 
many of us equaling best-picker- Edith’s 100 or so bounty. 

A picnic at nearby Huron River Park always was special in that its wading 
pool (with the sprays at center) was the only • ‘cement pond ’ ’ in our periphery . 
And the gentle green slopes at its borders provided the impetus for the 
rolling down fun which came to be speed races as we vied for momentum. 

Our annual cruise to Bob-lo with mom and dad’s friends, kids we knew well 
and others from Detroit and Monroe we d renew acquaintances with each 
June, always began with ice cold Vernor’s at the downtown dock. Somehow 
our yearly trip always coincided with that planned by the St . Andrew s Society 
of Detroit and we’d be piped aboard and all the way to the Islands as well. 

Those were the times for picnic baskets chockflil of fried chicken, potato 
salad, baked beans; carriers holding chocolate and coconut cakes and ther- 
moses brimming with frothy, hand-squeezed lemonade. There were a mere 
trio of amusement rides at that time but the dodge ’em cars and rollerdrome 
provided hilarity for adults and kids alike ; the grown-ups later reacting to the 
big band sounds which drifted from the dance pavilion as we amused 
ourselves on swings, slides and teeter totters. 

A power failure on a hot, hot day was anathema to grocery store people and 
our folks had to send us hither and yon to neighbors who were down the roads 
— and quite a piece, to boot. When the stilled freezer bearing 5-gallon tubs of 
ice cream (the real, honest-to-goodness stuff) and quarts and pints, Eskimo 
Pies and popsicles and fudgcicles, too, had seen too many hours of summer ’s 
hand, there was one gigantic* ice cream social for everyone who could be 
called in. After that, we no longer DREAMED of ice cream, we had NIGHT- 
mares about it ! 

Homecoming, a civic, not high school affair, was usually a 3-day event in 
Belleville, held on the old school grounds where the A&P now stands. And the 
loop-de-loop soon separated the scaredy cats from the brave souls. Free 
shows (outdoor movies) in Willis provided the weekly get-togethers for all the 
classmates we usually never saw from June to September and Ollie Minick’s 
store did a booming business in pop, potato chips and ice cream (junk foods 
being a completely alien and futuristic term ! ) 

Three-to-four day visits with a special cousin who was tuned in to my way of 
playing paperdolls always included a movie at the Wayne State (the OLD 
Wayne State) Theater and provided the think-pink touch I so often needed. In 
contrast to my family, this was an all-girl clan. 

Church picnics (back when St. Anthony's was still a mission with St. 
Stephen s) were always held “somewhere — back in a woods” (as the child 
mind saw it). And besides all the usual activities, featured “Matt and his 
Royal Black Hawks” playing for dancing. Now all us kids (and particularly 
we girls) knew who Matt and his brothers were since they played at all the 
Polish weddings and kids were always invited in those days. 

Fourth of July meant a drive to Ypsi (after a yard picnic with friends and 
the store closing-^ independent grocers had to make hay on the holidays when 
“Packers Outlet” and the other big chains were closed.) 

The song “Maria Elena” always brings to mind the trapeze act which was 
the breathtaking highlight of the carnival. And after an often too-lengthy 
display of fireworks, our littlest brothers (asleep on our parents’ shoulders) 
got to be carried back to the car while we biggun’s had to trek along amid all 
those long legs hurrying to the parking lot. 

The sounds, the smells, the tastes, the sights of summer are all still there — 
all it takes is a nicely shaped cloud, a quart of local strawberries, soft-soft ice 
cream, Vernor’s, roller skating music, or the Bob-lo boat whistle to bring it all 
back to life. 

WITH THE GARDENING season upon us and lots of fresh produce on the 
horizon, it’s time to start collecting recipes in which to use all those goodies. 

And here’s one you’re going to love because of its simplicity and taste 
appeal. It’s another of those gems where the baking mix miraculously forms 
its own pie crust as it bakes. 

IMPOSSIBLE VEGETABLE PIE 

2 c. chopped fresh broccoli or sliced fresh cauliflower 
Vz c. chopped onion 

Vz c. chopped green pepper , 

1 c. shredded Cheddar cheese (about 4 ozs.) 

1 Vz c. milk 
^4 c. Bisquick 

3 eggs 

1 tsp. salt 
V 4 tsp. pepper 

In medium saucepan, heat about 1-inch of salted water to boiling. Add 
broccoli or cauliflower and cook until almost tender, four to five minutes. 
Drain well and combine with next three ingredients. Transfer mixture to 
lightly greased 10-inch pie plate or quiche pan. Set aside. 

In blender or bowl, combine remaining ingredients; blend 15 seconds on 
high speed or beat by hand one minute until smooth. Pour over vegetables in 
pie plate ; bake at 400 degrees for 35 to 40 minutes until golden brown or when 
knife inserted in center comes out clean. Let stand five minutes before serv- 
ing. Makes six wedge-shaped servings. 

“BRAIN" — the title alone sets your nerves on end and Robin Cook’s latest 
piece of medical fiction continues to keep you on edge throughout Definitely 
not a book for relaxing away the hours.

The two find themselves thwarted in their own research by strange and 
inexplicable events such as the disappearances of several young women, all 
with similar maladies. When the cadaver of one is found by Philips in the 
hospital morgue with its brain missing, even more unusual activities occur 
until Philips finds himself a fugitive in his own surroundings. 

The unfolding of the eerie chain of events leads to another of Cook 's surpris- 
ing conclusions — the type that leave you dangling and wondering A 
somewhat disturbing piece of work and were I scheduled for the O R . I ’d be 
having second thoughts after “Brain". 

THE BOTTOM LINE: The secret of success is making hay with the grass 
that grows under other people s feet.

If you decide to move plants outdoors. 


a common practice is to plunge pots into 
the ground up to their rims This is cer- 
tainly recommended for clay pots be- 
cause they will not require watering as 
often. A layer of crushed stones, peb- 
bles, or broken crocks at the bottom of 
the pot will prevent the roots from grow- 
ing through the drainage opening 
Generally, house plants undergo

SEttTON 504 1-100. SHORT TITLE: STORAGE OF INOPERABLE 
MOTOR VEHICLES OR PARTS THEREOF.

Section 3.01 is hereby adopted, to read as follows: 

3.01 Inoperable Motor Vehicles are defined as motor vehicles which by

AN ORDINANCE TO REGULATE FLEA MARKETS OR OTHER CASUAL 
SALES: TO REQUIRE LICENSES THEREFORE; AND TO PROVIDE 
PENALTIES FOR THE VIOLATION OF THIS ORDINANCE: 

SECTION 1.00— SHORT TITLE: FLEA MARKET ORDINANCE 

THE TOWNSHIP OF HURON ORDAINS: 

SECTION 1 01— DEFINITIONS: For the purpose of this ordinance the fol- 
lowing definitions shall apply: 

(a) ‘Garage Sale”, “Attic Sale”, “Lawn Sale” or “Rummage Sale”, shall 
mean any sale of tangible personal property not otherwise regulated in the 
Township of Huron, and not falling within the exceptions of this ordinance, 
advertised in such a manner that the public at large is or can be made aware 
of such a sale, to last not more than three (3) consecutive days (or parts 
thereof) and to be conducted not more than two (2) times in any calendar 
year. 

(b) “Flea Market”, shall mean a market from which antiques and. or 
second-hand articles are sold from stands or counters, pavillions, tents or 
buildings. 

(c) “Goods”, shall mean any goods, warehouse merchandise or other prop- 
erty capable of being the object of a sale regulated hereunder 

SECTION 2.00— LICENSE REQUIRED: A license issued by the Township 
Clerk shall be obtained by any person, firm, group, corporation or organiza- 
tion before selling or offering to sell any goods at a sale advertised or con- 
ducted so as to come within the prescription of 1.01(b) 

SECTION 2.01— APPLICATION FOR LICENSE: An application for a 
license for any of the sales regulated hereunder shall be made at the office of 
the Tow'nship Clerk on a form prepared by the Township to be provided 
therefore, which application shall contain the following information: 

(a) Name of the person, firm, group, corporation, association or organiza- 
tion conducting said sale. 

(b) Location at which said sale is to be conducted and the date and nature of 
any prior sales conducted at the same location 

(c) The dates during which said sale or business is to be conducted w ith the 
time limits hereinafter prescribed 

(d) Date, nature and location of any past sale or business conducted by the 
applicant. 

SECTION 2.02— LICENSE FEES . A license fee in the amount of Tw o Hun- 
dred Fifty ($250 00) dollars shall be paid to the Township of Huron at the time 
of submittal of the application for a Flea Market license, which license shall 
continue in effect from the date of issuance until December 31 of that year. 

SECTION 2.03— CONDITIONS OF LICENSE: License described herein 
shall be subject to the following conditions: 

(a) No person shall conduct, advertise, or promote a Flea Market or any 
sale regulated by this ordinance without a license issued as prescribed herein 

(b) No signs advertising a sale regulated by this ordinance shall be placed 
on public property or w'ithin the public right-of-way or on any utility pole or on 
any private property, except that one (1) sign advertising the sale may be 
placed on the property of the owner 

(c) Any sale to be conducted for a period longer than two (2) consecutive 
days, shall comply w'ith the licensing provisions of Section 2 02 

(d ) The license authorizing such sale shall be displayed in the front window 
or other prominent place, clearly visible from the street , at the location w here 
the sale is being conducted 

(e) Sales regulated by this ordinance shall not be conducted in temporary 
structures 

( f) No sales regulated by this ordinance shall be conducted in Public Parks 

(g) Flea Market Licenses shall be subject to the following specified con- 
ditions 

1 The minimum area of the site shall be Twenty-five Thousand (25 000) 
square feet with a minimum street frontage of One Hundred Feet (100 i 

2 A Five (5) foot fence or wall shall be constructed along the rear and sides 
of the lot. capable of keeping paper and other debris from blowing off the 
premises 

3 A Flea Market shall provide suitable health, sanitary and toilet facilities 

4 Lighting shall be installed in a manner which will not create a traffic 
hazard on abutting streets or a glare or direct illumination on to adjacent 
properties 

5 Off-street parking areas shall be paved or hard-surfaced with a substitute 
acceptable to the Zoning Board of Appeals Relief from hard surfacing re- 
quirements may be provided by the Zoning Board of Appeals upon a show ing 
of practical difficulties, or unnecessary hardship 

6 No over night camping or staying over night in campers, mobile homes, 
tents or motorhomes shall be permitted upon any premises w'here such Flea 


Market Sales are being conducted 

SECTION 3.00— EXCEPTIONS. EXEMPTIONS: Exceptions and exemp- 
tions to regulations herein provided are as follow's: 

(a) Persons selling goods pursuant to an order of a court of competent 
jurisdiction. 

(b) Persons acting in accordance with their powers and duties as public 
officials. 

(c) Any person selling or advertising for sale an item or items of personal 
property in a manner described or defined in Section 1 01(a). 

(d) Any sale regulated under any other provisions of the Ordinance of the 
Township of Huron. 

(e) Any sale conducted by any merchant or mercantile or other business 
establishments from or at a place of business w herein such sale would be 
permitted by the Zoning Regulations of the Tow'nship of Huron or under the 
protection of the presently non-conforming section thereof, or any other sale 
conducted by a manufacturer, dealer, or vendor, and which sale would be 
conducted from properly zoned premises and not otherwise prohibited by the 
Ordinances of the Township of Huron. 

(f) Any bonafide charitable, eleemosynary, religious, educational, cultural 
or governmental institution, provided, however, that die burden of estab- 
lishing the exemption under this subsection shall be on the organization or 
institution claiming such exemption 

(g) Auction by lawfully qualified auctioneer 

SECTION 4.00— REVOCATION: The Township Board may, at any time, 
suspend or revoke any license granted under this ordinance and order the 
place of business of the licensee to be closed. All licenses granted hereunder 
are issued and accepted w'ith the understanding that they are subject to 
suspension or revocation at the will of the Township Board 

SECTION 4 01— IN CASE OF SUCH SUSPENSION OR REVOCATION , the 
Chief of Police or his duly authorized representative shall cause to be served 
upon the holder of the license so suspended or revoked, or the person in charge 
of the business, notice in wTiting of such action by the Tow'nship Board No 
person shall continue to operate such business after the service upon him of 
such notice or suspension or revocation Provided however, that before any 
license granted under the provision of this ordinance is suspended or revoked 
charges in w'riting shall be proffered against the licensee whose license it is 
sought to suspend or revoke. Such charges shall be served upon the licensee 
and the licensee shall be given a hearing at the next Township Board meeting

He feels that people 
who are struggling in one of the worst economic periods in this 
country s history really can t be blamed for not feeling sorry for 
players who haul in multi-million dollar contracts for doing some- 
thing that every kid would love to do each summer. 

When this thing first came out I would say. yeh. get all you can 
from the owners They have it don t they . Hoenes said . But . look at 
the salaries these people are getting nowadays. I think the players 
are killing baseball and they better wake up before they discover that 
no one cares a damn about them.”

Burglars were welcomed into Michi- 
gan homes through unlocked doors and 
windows 49,000 times last year and they 
could be uninvited guests again this 
summer unless homeowners take 
adequate precautions, according to the 
Automobile Club of Michigan. 

“As we enter the primary vacation 
season, homeowners should assess their 
security measures and upgrade them if 
necessary before they depart on a trip,“ 
stated Peter Erickson, Underwriting 
manager responsible for Auto Club’s 
Homeowners Insurance program. 
“Many homes become targets because 
the owners leave full mailboxes or other 
tip-offs that no one is home. 

“Approximately 50 percent of all 
burglaries occur through unlocked 
doors or windows , ’ ’ explained Erickson . 
“Many homes lack adequate locks, se- 
cure door jams and other security equip- 
ment, making forced entry surprisingly 
easy for thieves.” 

State Police records show there were 
98,722 home burglaries last year in 
Michigan. 

4 'Crime prevention efforts will make a 
home less appealing to burglars, but no 
security system provides absolute pro- 
tection, particularly from professional 
thieves,’’ Erickson said. 

Auto Club urges citizens to mark their 
driver’s license numbers on valuables 
so that stolen property can easily be 
traced to the owner by police in any part 
of the country. 

Operation Identification kits can be 
borrowed from police agencies and civic 
groups. AAA members can obtain kits 
free from Auto Club’s 55 offices 
statewide. 

Auto Club advises homeowners to 
take the following precautions before 
going on vacation : 

• Have mail held at the post office or 
removed from the mailbox daily by a 
friend or neighbor. 

• Leave shades or drapes in a normal 
position. Have someone open them each 
morning and close them each evening. 

• Use timers to control lights in sever- 
al rooms. Have someone occasionally 
change the schedule. 

• Put a radio on a timer. Tune it to a 
talk station, to give the impression that 
someone is at home. 

• Keep garage doors locked. 

• Arrange for grass to be cut and for 
handbills to be removed from the porch 
and yard. 

• Never hide spare keys in 
flowerpots, under mats or in other 
places outside the home. 

• Don’t publicize vacation plans in 
newspapers nor announce departure 
and return dates at public meetings. 

• Secure doors and windows before 
leaving.

Feast your eyes on those luscious, ripe 
red strawberries, then plan your very own 
“strawberry festival.” 

You don t need me to tell you that straw- 
berries are among the good things growing 
in Michigan Last year, about 12 5 million 
pounds were harvested from 2,400 acres to 
rank Michigan fifth nationally in produc- 
tion. They were worth about $5.7 million, if 
you can put a price on such delicacies 

Now .about the strawberry festival Each 
year, during the brief strawberry season 
friends of mine invite all their relatives and 
neighbors to a gigantic Strawberry 
Smash First, they visit a nearby pick-your- 
own strawberry patch and harvest a crate 
of berries. At home, the berries are gently 
hosed in the back yard to remove any sand. 
Next, they are hulled and sugared About 
half are smashed, to release the juice, and 


the rest left whole. At the appointed hour, 
platters of warm, buttered biscuits and 
huge bowls of strawberries are placed on 
covered picnic tables with all the necessary 
eating utensils 

In recent years, they've added hand- 
cranked ice cream (to keep their youngs- 
ters busy. I think) Bowls of whipped 
cream , and a big pot of coffee complete the 
menu You've heard that too much of a good 
thing isn’t good But when it comes to 
strawberry shortcake, don’t you believe it '

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Three centuries come to life 


Greenfield Village: trip back in time 


A visit to Greenfield Village and Henry 
Ford Museum in Dearborn is like taking a 
step backward in time Three centuries of 
American history come to life in this unique 
indoor-outdoor complex, visited annually 
by nearly two million people. 

Founded in 1929 by the senior Henry 
Ford. Greenfield Village and Henry Ford 
Museum, a non-profit, educational institu- 
tion. house one of the most comprehensive 
collections of Americana in existence. 
Here, American life is traced through the 
development of the country’s arts and 
skills. 

Outdoors, in 240-acre Greenfield Village, 
are nearly 100 historic buildings moved 
from various parts of the United States and 
from England Visitors will find the labora- 
tory where Thomas Edison invented the 
first successful incadescent light bulb, a 
courthouse where Abraham Lincoln once 
practiced law. the house where Noah Webs- 
ter compiled his dictionary and the cycle 
shop where Orville and Wilbur Wright built 
the components for the first airplane. 

Also included among the structures are a 
1620 cottage from the Cotswold Hills of 
southwestern England, a 17th century 
windmill from Cape Cod. a mid-l9th cen- 
tury firehouse from New Hampshire, a 
gristmill from Michigan and a house built 
by a wealthy southern colonist in Mary- 
land. 

A variety of transportation devices are 
available to village visitors including car- 
riage rides and tours, and hay wagon, pony 
cart and Model T rides.The steam-powered 
paddle wheeler “Suwanee" oper- 


ates on a lagoon in appropriate seasons, 
while antique steam locomotives carry 
passengers on a 2-mile village perimeter 
tour in the summer and during the Christ- 
mas season During the winter months, 
when weather permits, sleighs replace car- 
riages Carriage rides are available year 
around. 

In the Village Crafts Center . a dozen craft 
demonstrations tell the story of how Amer- 
icans provided for the necessities of life in 
the years before the Industrial Revolution 
Here, a dozen artisans practice crafts that 
have been handed down by generations of 
Americans. Visitors may watch a broom 
maker at work, smell bread baking over a 
brick hearth or pose for a tintype portrait. 

America s transition from an agricultu- 
ral society to an industrial power is illus- 
trated in the seven factories, shops and 
mills in the Village Industrial Area. In- 
cluded are the Harahan Sugar Mill. Stony- 
Creek Sawmill, Armington and Sims 
Machine Shop, Richard Carriage Shop and 
Macon Brick Works. 

Nearby Suwanee Park offers visitors a 
chance to experience entertainment from 
the turn-of-the-century. The park includes 
an arcade with antique game machines and 
tests of skill, a 1913 merry-go-round res- 
tored to its original opulence and a century- 
old ice cream parlor still dispensing phos- 
phates and sundaes. Across the lagoon lies 
Suwanee Island with its nature trails and 
picnic areas. During the summer visitors 
reach the island by raft. 

Replicas of Independence Hall. Congress 
Hall and the old Philadelphia City Hall 
form the facade of the 14-acre Henry Ford 


Museum. Inside, exhibits involve visitors 
in the history of American decorative and 
mechanical arts. 

The collections which touch on every 
aspect of American life include a compre- 
hensive collection of land and air trans- 
portation vehicles and extensile collec- 
tions of lighting devices, farm machinery, 
household implements, musical instru- 
ments, folk art, communication devices 
and power machinery. In the decorative 
arts galleries, visitors may see one of the 
nation’s premier collections of furniture, 
ceramics, silver and other metals, glass 
clocks, watches and textiles 


Between the decorative arts galleries 
and the Hall of Technology is the Street of 
Early American Shops. These quaint build- 
ings with their shingled roofs, latticed dis- 
play windows and illustrated signs are 
typical of shops that existed in most Amer- 
ican towns a century ago. In front of some 
of the shops, .artisans practice early 
American crafts daily. 

In addition to the permanent village and 
museum collections, a number of outstand- 
ing special events and exhibits are held 
annually. These include Midwest Antiques 
Forum. Old Car Festival. Muzzle Loaders 
(Continued on Page D-8)

Festival schedule features 
variety of tasty delicacies 


Michigan’s summertime festival sche- 
dule reads somewhat like a menu of taste- 
tempting delicacies from across the state 
and around the world, according to the 
Automobile Club of Michigan 

First there is the fruit salad combination 
of Traverse City’s National Cherry Festiv- 
al. July 5-11, South Haven s National Blue- 
berry Festival July 11-19. and Howell’s 
Melon Festival. Aug. 20-23. The tantalizing 
treats awaiting visitors to these events in- 
clude pancakes and pies of blueberries or 
cherries and big round juicy melons. 

Add a main course like the pick of the 
catch from Ludington’s Salmon Derby. 
Aug 22-Sept. 6 or the one served to some 
1,600 townspeople and another 12,000 visi- 
tors at the Manchester Chicken Broil. July 
16. This outdoor picnic is held annually at 
the high school athletic field, with the town 
fathers doing the cooking while the town 
mothers relax 

For a truly hearty meal, visit the Inter- 
national Kielbasa Festival in Ham- 
tramck’s Memorial Park, July 4 The 
succulent sausage will be served noon to 10 
p.m., and it is free — compliments of the 
city’s meat packers. 

Another hearty dish — golabki < stuffed 
cabbage) — is the specialty at the Polish 
Festival in Flint, which is held twice 
annually — July 12 and Aug. 23. 

For dessert, try some aebleskiver (fried 
pancake dough rolled in a ball and coated 


with confectioners’ sugar) at the Danish 
Festival in Greenville, Aug 14-16 

Wash it all down with some ’fruit of the 
vine” after taking part in the traditional 
grape-stomping at the Paw Paw Wine Fes- 
tival. Sept 11-13. The local wineries invite 
visitors to shed shoes and socks and start 
stomping — the old-time way of crushing 
grapes for wine. Purple feet and wine- 
tasting are traditions of this event. 

To burn off all those calories, festival- 
goers can try some foot-stomping at the 
Summer Polka-Fest in Frankenmuth. Aug. 
14-23. Twenty-three polka bands will play 
non-stop German. Polish, Czech, Slovenian 
and traditional American polka music 
starting at 5 p m weekdays and noon Satur- 
days and Sundays.

Automobile vacation travel should in- 
crease this summer with vacationers look- 
ing for resorts w ithm a day 's drive, accord- 
ing to Midwestern travel statistics com- 
piled by The Automobile Club of Michigan 

Reports from the auto club's computer 
network show requests for automotive 
travel information increasing for the third 
straight year with many vacation planners 
heading for nearby resort areas 

Americans seem determined to take 
some kind of vacation, but with discretion- 
ary funds limited, it has to be less expen- 
sive and closer to home,'' said Jim Drury, 
administrative manager of the auto club's, 
touring department Since 1978, the last 
normal’ year, the trend has been toward 
family vacations in the car to an area no 
more than a day s drive away — to New 
England as opposed to California, fop inst- 
ance M 

First quarter statistics show Michigan 
travel requests increasing by 15 percent on 
one of the largest customer bases in the 
survey In addition, there has been a five 
percent increase in requests for miscel- 
laneous Michigan travel brochures and 
maps 

The 1981 first quarter reports from the 
Michigan-based system show major travel 
request increases for the Mid- Atlantic 
New England and Plains states and the cen 
tral Canadian provinces There has also 
been a strong upswing in Sun Belt informa 
tion 

Midwestern automobile travel requests 
overall are up nearly 22 percent in the first 
quarter The IBM computer survey also in- 
dicates increases of nearly *13 percent for 
the New England states. 43 percent for the 


Mid- Atlantic states and 77 percent for cen 
tral and western Canadian provinces. 

While those areas have been out- 
distancing the overall rate of increase 
some more traditional destinations are just 
keeping pace or are falling behind Travel 
information requests for Florida are up 


only three percent and inquiries for Mex- 
ican travel are down nearly 44 percent 

The home state and its surrounding areas 
seem to be (he prime locations being in- 
vestigated by Midwestern vacationers this 
year, auto club officials said The auto- 
mobile vacation travel patterns apparently 


stem from high transportation costs forc- 
ing many vacationers to travel by car and 
high gasoline costs dictating that driving be 
kept to a minimum 

The club s statistics arc drawn from in- 
formation compiled from the nearly one 
million requests and TripTiksthe auto club 
processes each year

Kellogg A Kellogg free tour shows 
how the company produces 5*2 million 
packages of cereal daily 

The auto industry’s importance to Michi- 
gan’s economy is obvious in Flint. “Vehicle 
Tity.” Visitors can tour assembly lines of 
ihe General Motors Corp., the world s 
largest automaker, weekdays except holi- 
days and during model changeovers 

More than a century ago. Grand Rapids. 
“Furniture City.” became a leading pro- 
ducer of home furniture and today is the 
headquarters of the world’s largest office 
furniture maker. An exhibit. “Made in 
Grand Rapids . 150 years of Furniture His- 
tory,” will be on display through Aug 23 at 
the Grand Rapids Public Museum, open 
daily except holidays.

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Horrible ending causes ‘ The Fan’ to fall short

The woman being chased 
by the maniac in ‘ The Fan ’ ’ 
is a scene that could have 
come from any one of a 
dozen such recent movies. 

That scene is extended to 
become the entire scenario 
of ‘ The Fan,” although the 
movie itself is a cut above 
(no pun intended) most of 
the suspense-horror film 
fare now being ghoulishly 
served to an early-summer 
audience. 

But even a cut above the 
competition, this film still 
falls short, in fact, it falls 
short because it falls flat 
The promise of a superb 
first hour dwindles rapidly 
to an ending that ranks with 
one of the most ill- 
conceived let-downs in re- 
cent movie memory. 


“The Fan’’ is an ardent 
admirer of his idol, Sally 
Ross, although the charac- 
ter name thinly veils 
Lauren Bacall who virtual- 
ly plays herself. He sends 
her letters that are, at first, 
of the basic fan mail 
variety. 

But with each subsequent 
note it becomes increasing- 
ly clear that this guy is not 
playing with a full deck 
Soon we find him playing 
with a straightedge razor 
much in the manner of a 
Sweeney Todd. 

Newcomer Michael 
Biehn is chillingly convinc- 
ing as the attractive young 
fan who looks like every 
mother’s imaginary date 
for her daughter. His only 
fault is that he has just a 
little bit of trouble dealing 
with reality. 

He envisions himself as, 
Bacall’s greatest fan. sup- 
reme protector and then 
lustful lover. When these 
illusions are shattered, he 
begins writing some very 


rude and crude letters, 
finally ending up substitut- 
ing the sword for the pen, 
using a switchblade instead 
of a Smith-Corona 

As an extended scenario 
the film offers little in the 
way of psychological 
motivations — except for a 
brief moment in which the 
psychotic fan’s sister tells 
him through a half-open 
door how he “shouldn't play 
make-believe anymore.” 

Director Edward Bian- 
chi, best known for direct- 
ing the very enjoyable Dr 
Pepper commercials, 
shows a definite flair for 
suspense as he delivers 
several good jolts that ele- 
vate the audience above 
seat level. He provides 
some of the best psychotic- 
in-front-of-a-mirror scenes 
since Travis Bickle asked 
“Are you talkin’ to me?,” 
and he depicts a man with a 
typewriter more eerily than 
Kubrick and Nicholson 
showing us that “All work 
and no play make Jack a

dull boy.” 

Bacall is charming, 
although her singing voice 


can best be described as 
“brave.” This bravado 
could have been put to bet- 


ter use by the screenwriter 
and director in coming up 
with a better finish.

(Continued from Page D-10) 
concerts though, turned into a near riot 
when thousands of ticket holders were 
turned away at the door. The reason? 
Greed, pure and simple. 

The legal capacity at Bond s is 1725 , but it 
seems each night was sold out with over 
3600 ticket holders for each night. ‘New 
York clubs always oversell, * I was told. 
“The club can easily hold 3600 people, it’s 
just that there aren’t enough exits.” 

The fire marshal was contacted, and just 
like that nearly 2000 fans were left standing 
on Broadway while the music blared inside 
Extra make-up shows were added, but for 
fans who traveled halfway across the coun- 
try for THE musical event of the year, 
admittance to a concert a week later was no 
consolation. 

Luckily, Ricki Seiner of Epic Records 
was able to secure my entrance to the hall 
on the scheduled night (“Look, you’ve got 
to let him in! He drove 800 miles just to 
review the show !”) , seeing as how 1 was an 
“out-of-town journalist.” 

* They said it would be alright,” Ricki 
said, “but what they say and what they do 
are two different things. You’d better take 
your battle gear with you!” 

As it turned out though, it wasn’t needed, 
as my companions and myself had no diffi- 
culty gaining entrance to the spacious club. 
While guest disc jockey Pearl Harbour 
(formerly of Pearl Harbour and the Explo- 
sions) spun records over what has to be one 
of the finest sound systems imaginable, the 
colored lights swirled and flashed in a way 
that was totally mesmerizing. It was as 
close as I could ever get to disco and still 
enjoy myself. 

The first band to play was called Funka- 
Parla something-or-another. An English 
white soul group that played what sound- 
ed like the same song over and over, they 
did absolutely nothing for my battle to stay 
alert (I had been awake for nearly 40 
hours) . Next up were the Slits — reviewed 
on these pages a few months back — who I 
found exhilarating. 

While the three-girl (plus a male drum- 
mer) band certainly won’t give most bands 
a run for their money on a technical scale, 
their enthusiasm was contagious, getting 
even the most die-heart Clash fans ( like the 
loud mouth behind me that kept yelling 
“Boo ! We want the Clash ! ”) to dance along 
with their rendition of T Heard It Through 
The Grapevine.” Soon they were gone, and 
everyone knew who’d be coming onstage 
soon: The Clash. 

Having never seen the band live before, I 
honestly didn't know what to expect; I’d 
heard both extremely positive and ex- 


tremely negative things about the Clash in 
performance. Also. I wondered how the 
four-piece band could do material from 
“Sandinista!,” as most of the material on 
that album is very studioish, making it 
seemingly impossible to reproduce live. 

Surprise, surprise, they did it! Opening 
with “London Calling.” the Clash proceded 
to put on one of the finest rock n‘ roll shows 
I’ve ever witnessed. Also, the political na- 
ture of their songs was put across via a slide 
show on a screen behind the band, which 
got the message home while not succumb- 
ing to heavy-handedness. 

Old favorites were there, such as the very 
real “Career Opportunities” (“The ones 
that never come”) and “Janie Jones,” 
alongside new instant classics “Charlie 
Don’t Surf” and “The Magnificent Seven.” 
The band’s one American hit single, “Train 
In Vain” ( “You didn’t stand by me - No not 
at all”) was also performed, and what it 
lacked in smoothness was more than made 
up for in emotion. 

Three encores ( 10 songs!) took the total 
time of the show well over two hours, 
another rarity in these days of rock ‘ ‘stars 
who take the money and run No one could 
have asked more from the band, and it was 
obvious they had given their all — for ex- 
ample, singer Joe Strummer poured sweat 
as if he had a faucet attached to him. Aren’t 
you glad you use Dial? Don’t you wish 
everyone did? 

All that’s good and well, you say, but 
what about the people who couldn’t get in? 
Well, the Clash are taking care of that in a 
way few other bands would. 

Having stated that they aren't leaving 
New York until all those that want to see 
them do, the original five shows has now 
been stretched into 16, including a half- 
price matinee for kids under 18 who nor- 
mally wouldn’t be allowed into the night- 
club. I’m not sure, but I don’t think the band 


is getting any extra money for the added 
nine shows. 

They’re doing it because of the kids, be- 
cause they remember what it was like on 
the other side of the fence. At the end of the 
show, a guy next to me yelled to guitarist 
Mick Jones “You’re Great!” 

Jones replied (mouthing the words to be 
understood) “So are you, and you can do 
this too if you really want too!” No macho 


stances from these guys. 

The only selling out I expect the Clash to 
be involved in is the venues they play , never 
their attitudes. They’re on your side, won’t 
you get on theirs?
